The Erl 
Company alone wants thirty new eng 
ines, and the Elevated Railway as many 
mor«. Tho Rogers Works have inor 
orders then they can fill, and the Dan 
forth Works ore likewise driven to tb 
utmost capacity. The Rhode Islam 
Locomotive Works are full of work, in 
eluding large orders mainly from th 
Northwest, and the Taunton, Mass, 
Locomotive Works are building ten 
engines for the Union Pacific. A larg 
manufacturer said, the other day, tha 
ho hod proposals for no less than 100 
locomotives, and another remarked that 
never before was the country so fall of 
orders of this character as nt the pres- 
ent time.

Valley Union that the Fryer Process is 
not a failure, never was a failure, and 


The Creim of the toner's Inquest on the Remains 


of James Foley, Killed by Harry Chapman at 
Hoi Springs on August 81. 


Onr Churchill county friends nre 


afraid that an impression has gone 
abroad that Chapman, tho slayer of 
Folcy, was liberated solely to save the 
expense of a trial, regardless of his guilt 
or innocence. This they object to and 
desire the publicating of the testimony 
in the case. From Wm. Cain, Esq., 
who conducted the State's side of the 
case, we have secured the entire evi- 
Uouce, but it being to -voluminous for 
publication we excerpt the more impor- 
tant portions: 


Dr. Springston testified that ho was 


called, examined the body of Foley and 
found one bullet hole through tho head, 
running from the month to the back of 
tho neck, which must have caused in- 
stant death. 
No other wounds were 


discovered. 


Chapman, the defendant testified: 


Was Bitting in my office Sunday morn- 
ing, Aug. 31, attending to my duty; saw 
Foley pass; ns he did so he kicked my 
dog; I told my wife thero would be trouble 
and she had better leave, tho office, so 
as not to get hurt; presently Foley came 
in and violently demanded his Ireight 
bill; I -was then making out the last one 
and while finishing it Foley became 
very abasing and called me the vilest of 
names; I said, "This is all right, but I 
would not continue in such a loud 
voice;" my wife stepped into tho office 
and Foley turned on her and said [we 
omit this as it is filthier, if possible 
than that used by Kitlloch when de- 
nouncing the De Youngs;] I said "For 
God's sake leave hero and stop using 
such language;" my wife burst into tears 
and said, "For God's sake, Air. Foloy, 
take it back;" he continued his abuse 
and I drew my pistol, a self-cocker; after 
this my recollection is dim; I notified 
the Coroner at my own expense; have 
been in constant dread of this man for 
sis. months, he had repeatedly passed 
my homo with n. pistol and gun; I have 
avoided him in every manner, even 
bringing my water from the tank before 
Foley would como in; never left my 
house when he was about except when 
absolutely necessary; heard frequently 
of his threatening my life; McClellan, 
the Koadmuster, came to my house and 
said ho would relieve Foley on the Jst; 
I said, "I think I had better go away un- 
til after Foley leaves hero ay it is evi- 
dent we will have trouble;" Me. re- 
plied: "It is just like this; if you go 
nway Foley will stay around here until 
you return, and you may as well face the 
music at one time as another, and take 
the ball by tbe horns;" I said, "I will 
take evcrj thing possible, but can't you 
come down with the section 
man 


with whom you intend to relieve Foley," 
thinking this would secure peace; he 
said it was impossible as he had to make 
out his monthly report; two months ago 
I wrote to Mr. Free that I was afraid of 
Foley and asked that an officer bo scut 
when Foley was removed, suggesting 
Leu Harris; about four mouths ago he 
struck me twice, which I did not resent, 
jfc Uing him because we each had fami- 
lies n * 'he same tiiae I opened a pen- 
knife ana added I would have to defenc 
myself if he pasted; a telegraph cal 
for my office was sounded and my wife 
understanding it, sent for me, upon 
which I left Folry, he following and 
calling mo all tbe names he could lay hi 
tongue to; the ill feeling originated 
about six months ago, because I tol 
tlio Headmaster that tho yard neede 
cleaning and he directed Foley to do it 
at whicit he took offence and continue 
to insult and abuse myself and wife.
